SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The video recording entitled Sweet Meat Lost Innocence is classified as: 
objectionable. 

Sweet Meat Lost Innocence contains four scenes which explicitly depict sexual 
activities involving young men and is intended for a homosexual male audience. Sex 
scenes are interspersed with apparently unscripted scenes showing adolescent boys 
engaged in various pursuits on a California beach. These youths are portrayed as 
sexually desirable, largely through the voyeuristic point-of-view of an older man who 
acts as a between-scenes narrator. The participants in the sex scenes are youthful, 
with one boy appearing to be in his mid-teens. Two scenes depict the verbal and 
physical coercion of adolescent boys to force them to take part in sexual activities. The 
video recording promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes and the use of coercion to compel a person to participate in, and submit to, 
sexual conduct. The right to freedom of expression contained in si 4 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) does not apply to this publication because 
it contains material which falls under the criteria of s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). The deeming provisions of s3(2) of 
the FVPC Act override si 4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
